TO:  The  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Dover  Rural  District  Council: 

Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  the  Annual  Report  on  the  Health 
and  Sanitary  conditions  of  the  Rural  District  for  the  year  19 66. 

The  registrar  General's  estimated  mid-year  population  was 
14j130  which  again  shows  an  increase  hut  also  includes  members  of 
H.M.  Forces  stationed  in  the  area. 

The  health  of  the  community  as  reflected  in  the  vital  statistics 
continued  to  he  satisfactory. 

The  Birth  Rate  after  adjustment  for  comparative  purposes  was 
21,3  per  1,000  of  the  population  compared  with  24.8  in  1965  an(^  17 ♦ 7 
for  England  and  Wales. 

The  Death  Rate  after  adjustment  was  8.2  per  1,000  as  it  was  in 
1965  while  the  rate  for  England  and  Wales  was  11, 7 • 

Infant  Mortaility  or  the  number  of  deaths  under  one  year  showed 
a further  decrease  during  the  year;  only  two  such  deaths  occurred  giving 
a rate  per  1,000  live  births  of  ten  compared  with  twelve  for  the  previous 
year  and  nineteen  for  England  and  Wales  as  a whole. 

There  ?/ere  no  maternal  deaths  during  the  year.  No  epidemics 
occurred!  there  were  however  eight  oases  of  dysentary,  three  of  which 
were  in  military  personnel,  and  all  were  bacterial  infections  due  to 
shigella  sonnei. 

Major  improvements  in  the  sanitary  conditions  of  the  Rural  District 
included  the  Council's  sewerage  scheme  for  Kingsdown,  Ringwould  and  St, 
Margaret's,  which  came  into  operation  during  the  year.  The  scheme  for 
Langdon  was  also  completed  and  altogether  a further  807  houses  previously 
without  main  drainage  were  connected  to  the  public  sewers. 

I have  to  thank  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Public  Health 
Committee  for  their  support  throughout  the  year.  I am  indebted  also 
to  the  Surveyor  and  Senior  Public  Health  Inspector  for  data  supplied  for 
inclusion  in  this  Report.

Over  99/^  of  the  houses  in  the  Rural  District  are  supplied  from  the  public 
mains.  Of  the  twelve  parishes  in  the  district  ten  are  supplied  by  the  Mid  Keni 
Water  Company  and  two  by  the  Folkestone  and  District  Water  Company, 

Eighteen  samples  of  water  were  taken  from  the  mains  siipply,  and  all  of 
these  proved  to  be  highly  satisfactory  on  examination. 
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Drainage  and  Sewerage 


Work  was  completed  on  the  main  drainage  schemes  for 
Kingsdovm,  Ringwould,  St.  Margaret 1 s-at-Cliffe  and  Langdon  (which 
includes  Martin,  Martin  Mill  and  East  Langdon).  Both  of  these 
schemes  discharge  into  the  Deal  Borough  Sewers.  There  are  now  6 
main  sewerage  schemes  in  operation  serving  Capel-le-Feme,  Whitfield, 
Shepherdswell , Coldred,  Lydden,  part  of  Temple  Ewell  with  River,  Kingsdown, 
Ringwould,  St.  Margaret 1 s-at-Cliffe,  Langdon  and  a small  part  of  Guston. 
These  systems  discharge  into  the  sewers  of  adjoining  Local  Authorities 
of  Dover,  Folkestone  and  Deal, 

Otherwise  sewage  is  disposed  of  hy  cesspools,  septic  tanks,  pail 
closets  and  chemical  closets. 

The  supervision  of  the  conversion  of  existing  drainage  systems  to 
main  drainage  is  under  the  control  of  the  Surveyor  and  Senior  Public  Health 
Inspector.  A restricted  free  emptying  service  of  cesspool  and  pail  closets 
is  operated  hy  the  Council  by  direct  labour  and  the  frequency  of  this 
service  in  respect  of  cesspools  was  improved  during  the  year.  Now  a charge 
is  only  levied  if  emptyings  are  more  frequent  than  once  in  two  months  for 
single  properties  or  more  frequent  than  once  a month  where  more  than  one 
property  is  using  a particular  cesspool.

Caravan  Sites  and  Control  of  Development  Act,  I960 

There  are  ten  sites  licensed  in  the  district  for  the  summer 
months:  Viz.  Capel-le-Feme  - six?  Hougham-Without  - two;  Martin  Mill 
(Langdon)  - one;  t/hitf ield  - one.  Two  sites  at  Capel-le-Feme  are 
licensed  for  a total  of  twenty- two  residential  caravans.  These  sites 
are  kept  under  regular  supervision  and  are  generally  well  operated  and 
controlled.  The  influx  of  tents  during  August  continues  to  be  & problem 
on  some  sites. 

As  a result  of  a detailed  survey  of  all  sites  further  schedules  of 
work  have  been  agreed  to  secure  compliance  with  the  Council’s  conditions 
of  licence  under  the  above-mentioned  Act. 

Legal  proceedings  were  taken  in  respect  of  the  -unauthorised  stationing 
of  a caravan  on  land  at  Church  Hougham  and  a fine  was  imposed  on  the  owner 
by  the  Magistrates  Court. 

Liseas&s  of  Animals  (haste  Foods)  Order,  1957 

Visits  were  made  to  the  thirteen  premises  licensed  under  the  above- 
mentioned  Order  and  it  was  found  that  only  four  are  at  presentoperating 
and  feeding  waste  foods  to  pigs. 

Shops,  Offices  and  Railway  Premises  Act,  1965 

Twenty  shops  and  five  offices  received  a general  inspection  during 
the  year,  the  total  inspections  and  reinspections  was  42. 

In  three  cases  premises  were  found  to  be  overcrowded  by  stock  and 
improvement  and  extension  of  the  premises  has  been  effected.  Plans  were 
submitted  for  one  case  where  office  accommodation  was  considered  insufficient. 

One  store  and  one  staircase  have  been  discontinued  in  use  as  being 
considered  dangerous  and  reconstruction  of  the  entire  premises  is  under  con- 
sideration. 

Redecoration  of  three  premises  has  been  carried  out  and  hot  water  and 
improved  toilet  and  washing  facilities  provided  in  two  cases,  staff  rooms  have 
been  provided  at  two  premises. 
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SECTION  D 


HOUSING 

As  in  previous  years  several  sub-standard,  properties  which  had 
been  let  at  controlled  rents  became  vacant  and  were  purchased, repaired 
and  improved  for  owner  occupation,  some  with  the  help  of  Improvement 
Grant's,  This  action  assists  in  the  preservation  of  units  of  accom- 
modation which  would  otherwise  require  formal  action  under  the  sections 
of  the  Housing  Act  1957  which  deal  with  unfit  houses  and  also  helps  pre- 
serve the  rural  character  of  the  villages. 

Two  formal  undertakings  were  accepted  under  Section  16  (4)  of  the 
Housing  Act,  1957  and  one  of  these  was  cancelled  following  satisfactory 
completion  of  the  work,  A similar  undertaking  accepted  in  1965  was  also 
cancelled  following  satisfactory  completion  of  the  work. 

One  property  was  demolished  following  service  of  a Demolition  Order 
served  under  Section  17  of  the  Housing  Act,  1957* 

Access  was  refused  to  one  property  after  service  of  Notice  of  Entry 
under  Section  159  of  the  Housing  Act  1957  and  further  action  will  follow  to 
obtain  access. 

Informal  action  was  taken  to  remedy  defects  to  several  other  pro- 
perties. 

Few  of  the  properties  included  in  the  Council's  second  five  year 
programme  of  slum  clearance  are  now  left  to  be  dealt  with. 

In  connection  with  discretionary  improvement  grants,  14  schemes  for 
improvement  we re  submitted  to  the  Council,  All  the  schemes  were  approved. 
Total  costs  on  the  14  schemes  amounted  to  £14,924  2s.  2d.  and  the  grants 

to  £4,744  14s.  2d.  Fourteen  schemes  were  completed  during  the  year.  Ten 
schemes  were  submitted  to  the  Council  for  standard  improvement  grants,  all 
were  approved.  The  maximum  grant  permitted  on  the  schemes  amounted  to 
£1055  Os.  Od. 

One  hundred,  and  forty  six  dwellings  were  completed  by  private  enter- 
prise during  the  year  and  one  hundred  and  forty  eight  were  under  construction 
at  the  end  of  the  year. 

Four  houses,  four  flats  and  eight  maisonettes  were  built  by  the  Council 
during  the  year  and  a sclieoefor  2 6 dwellings  was  commenced  during  the  year.

Milk

Sixteen  Pasteurised  milk  samples  were  taken  and  all  but  one 
of  these  samples  were  found  to  be  satisfactory.  Tyro  samples  of  cream 
from  one  distributor  taken  during  the  year  failed  to  satisfy  the 
Methylene  Blue  Test.  The  necessaiy  action  was  taken  by  the  Medical 
Officer  of  Health  to  secure  improvements  in  the  preparation  and  packaging 
of  the  cream  as  the  dairy  was  situated  in  the  area  of  an  adjoining  Local 
Authority, 

Shops  Act,  1950 

Regular  inspections  of  shops  were  made,  and  any  necessary  instructions 
given  in  regard  to  the  requirements  of  the  Act.  No  formal  action  was  taken. 

Food  and  Drugs  Act,  1955 

Under  Section  l6(l)(a)  of  the  above  Act,  fourty  nine  premises 
are  registered  for  the  sale  of  ice-cream,  and  under  Section  l6(l)(b)  five 
premises  are  registered.  Only  pre-packed  ice-cream  supplied  by  large 
manufacturing  companies  is  sold  from  these  premises. 

Fifty-nine  visits  were  made  during  the  year  to  registered  food  premises 
and  food  shops  in  the  district.  The  general  standard  of  hygiene  at  food 
premises  was  satisfactory  but  it  was  necessaiy  to  take  legal  proceedings  against 
one  retailer  in  respect  of  the  sale  of  food  unfit  for  human  consumption,  con- 
trary to  Section  8 of  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act,  1955*  Following  their  plea 
of  guilty,  the  retailers  were  fined  a total  of  £40  with  £15  costs. 

Investigations  were  also  made  into  three  complaints  concerning  foreign 
matter  in  food  but  having  given  careful  consideration  to  all  the  facts  the 
Council  decided  not  to  take  legal  action  but  issued  strong  warnings  to  the 
people  concerned.
